Chapel Explains New Legislation Permitting Challenge of Judges

ate Bill No. 829, an act to add 
Section 170.6 to the Code of

ivil Procedure relating to the 
disqualification of prejudiced 
udges in civil cases.

The State Bar of California, 
that Is the lawyer's organiza- 
lon, actively supported both 

but I agreed to hold mine 
back while the .Senate Bill 
moved forward because mine

overnor because former Gov­ 
ernor Earl Warren twice ve­ 
toed a similar bill and Gover­ 
nor Goodwin J. Knight had 
vetoed a similar bill at a pre­ 
vious session.

Purposes Alike
Briefly, the purpose of both 

the Senate bill and mine was 
to permit a party to a legal ac- 
ion to obtain " a different 
judge to hear the case if he 
believes that he cannot obtain 
a fair and impartial trial by

the Assembly May 24, 1957. It 
reached the desk of the Gov­ 
ernor shortly thereafter and I 
wad Informed that there was a 
strong probability that it 
might be vetoed as had the 
previous bills on this subject. 
Therefore, I wrote several 
hundred letters to lawyers, 
principally to those living or 
practicing In Los Angeles 
County, with special emphasis 
on those living or practicing 
in the 46th Assembly District.
